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SO-CALLED  DOLLARS 

Toward  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  several  dealers  and  collectors  had  begun  to 
use  the  term  “So'Called  Dollars”.  This  term  developed  and  grew  in  importance  until  today  where 
this  specialized  series,  among  which  are  a number  of  rare  pieces,  has  an  independent  status. 

Originally  applied  to  the  official  dollar'sized  medal  of  the  Centennial  Exposition  held  in  Phib 
adelphia  1876,  the  indecisive  label  soon  found  its  way  to  subsequent  official  exposition  medals,  some 
of  which  are  not  quite  dollar^sized.  A further,  and  a numismatically  more  important,  category  soon 
was  included  with  the  Bryan,  Lesher,  and  Pedley^Ryan  pieces.  These  latter  ‘dollars’  were  by 
their  very  nature  numismatic;  that  is,  they  either  bore  direct  political  references  to  the 
silver  controversies  and  our  national  coinage,  or  they  were  actually  designed  as  circulating  media. 
The  silver  Bryans  and  Leshers,  of  course,  are  “truer”  so'Called  dollars  than  the  exposition  medals. 
Because,  however,  there  was  and  still  is  a predilection  of  collectors  to  include  the  medals  in  this 
series,  it  was  thought  best  not  to  ignore  them.  Furthermore,  there  is  an  entrenched  habit  among 
European  numismatists  to  collect  their  own  counterparts  of  so-called  dollars.  These  are  known 
variously  as  Denkmuenze,  Talerformige  Medaillen,  Module  de  5 Francs,  Mint  Visit  Patterns,  etc. 
The  only  requirement  is  that  the  medal  look  like  a dollar  in  size,  weight,  and  ‘feel’  and  that 
it  is  not  too  important  whether  the  piece  originated  in  government  mints  or  from  private  die" 
sinkers. 

For  our  purposes,  the  series  has  been  divided  into  two  parts:  Exposition  or  commemorative 
medals  of  dollar  or  near^dollar  size,  and  monetary  so'Called  dollars.  The  exposition  ‘dollars’  also 
include  several  pieces  that  were  not  struck  for  strictly  national  expositions  as  well  as  some  not 
necessarily  the  official  medals.  This  is  done  in  order  not  to  run  counter  to  the  long  established 
practice  and  tradition  in  auction  catalogues  which  group  together  pieces  of  similar  nature  under 
So'Called  Dollars. 

As  for  the  second  or  monetary  group — the  ‘truer’  dollars — it  will  not  be  necessary  here  to 
repeat  the  complete  catalogue  of  Bryan  pieces  so  ably  offered  by  Farran  Zerbe  in  the  Numismatist 
of  July  1926.  Only  the  comparative  silver  pieces  are  listed  here,  the  rest  of  the  satirical  pieces 
being  over  dollar^sized  and  therefore  beyond  the  scope  of  this  work.

THE  BICKFORD  DOLLARS  1897 

Dana  Bickford  of  New  York  City,  the  originator  and  designer  of  these  pieces  felt  quite 
strongly  about  the  monetary  barriers  during  his  travels  in  Europe.  In  1874  he  suggested  to 
Dr.  Linderman,  Director-  of  the  Mint,  a pattern  for  international  money.  A pattern  Eagle 
(A. W. 1376)  was  therefore  struck  in  gold,  copper-nickel,  and  aluminum.  Although  not  bi-metallic, 
this  pattern  is  similar  to  the  privately-made  pieces  described  below  in  that  the  coin  equivalents  of 
six  countries  are  clearly  defined  on  the  reverse.  Bickford  also  proposed,  in  1876,  a Half  Dollar 
and  Eagle  for  international  use  but  no  dies  were  prepared  from  these  designs.
